TERRIBLE ACCIDENT.—Wc learn from 
the State Pres*, published at Iowa City, Iowa, 
of the 22nd alt., that Mr. Joh.v Buickli, ot that 
city, (formerly of Gettysburg,) was, on Thurs­ 
day morning previous, run over by a railroad 
car, loaded with bridge lumbcj, and so serious­ 
ly injured as to survive but about an hour. 
The fractures were mostly confined to the 
legs, the thigh and hip, but some of his ribs are 
supposed lo have been broken also, and a 
shoulder thrown out of place. 
They, as w ill H9 
the flesh wounds and internal injuries, were of 
the most distressing character, rendering it ev­ 
ident from the first that the sufferer was not to 
suffer long. 
He bore his agony with heroic for­ 
titude, excepting at the period of its apparent 
culmination, when he fairly shrieked with an­ 
guish, and then sank rapidly awny, sensible al­ 
most to the lost moment.

II« bore bis agony with heroic for- 
titude, excepting at the period of its apparcn 
culmination, when he fairly shrieked with an- 
guish, and then sank rapidly away, sensible al- 
most to the last moment. 


The accident was one \i liicli probably cannot 


be imputed to the fault of any partv. Mr. 
Brickie was crossing the track, when the car 
which he had been engaged in loading, was 
struck by a backing train, thrown lorcibly and 
suddenly against him ; and the fatal work \v;is 
done.
